2. I believe that the disappearance of the diceipiine 
furnished by the NIS has not only adversely affected in- 
telligence publication programs, but has had a decidedly» 
debilitating effect on our data base maintenance and 
expertise, especially for low priority areas. In view of - 
these factors, I recommend that you give consideration _ 
toward the reinstatement of the NIS pregeem. = ee
